BOSTON, Oct. M.—There wa» an intellec- 


tual «ncounter, in two rounds, at Treinont 
Temple l«st night before a bl« audience. 


The contestants, ex-Oonkressmau John 


E. Russell and Congressman Henry Cabot 
Lodge, for nearly three hours wrangled 
over tho question as to whether Governor 
William E. Russell's administration had 
been a failure or not. 


Chairman Horace G. Allun made an in- 


troductory speech, and then ex-Congress- 
man Russell took the floor and immedi- 
ately began 


The Debute. 


Mr. •hatrman, Ladies and Gentlemen: We 
«w fortunate In the topic for this discussion, 
It Is the administration of a governor elected 
oy a party that heretofore has had but a small 
part in the responsibilities of tho common- 
wealth. It is still in power; its acts from the 
Beginning are fresh In the public mind, and it 
Is befcre, the people asking their approval. 
Methods of federal taxation and questions of 
currency may be debated without result, ex- 
cept to disclose wide or narrow differences of 
opinion. Our question is to bo decided by the 
people at the next election, which is near, and 
my appearance here is a proof nt my confi- 
dence In my cause and In the Justice of the 
tribunal. But whatever may bo the result, I 
cannot but feel that it has been of infinite ad- 
vantage Ho the people of Massachusetts to 
have had a Democratic administration. 


Tho aministration of the past year has com- 


pletely overthrown this arrogant pretension 


The administration of tho past year has 


proved, as oiily experiments could prove, that 
cither party is competent.to fairly and faith- 
fully administer the affairs of state in Massa- 
chusetts. It will have the effect to more 
evenly divide parties and thus secure the 
nomination of the best and truest citizen. It 
lias reassured timid citizens In regard tb the 
Xiat.riotic character of a large part of the 
voters, and has put an end to the detraction, 
that Democratic rule was dangerous to the 
public weal. 


In this way it has strengthened free institu- 


tions; and th« people may congratulate them- 
selves and feel renewed pride and love for our

' brighter honor, her higher dignity, her more 
assured safety. 


Our opponents seek todisplnce us and to as- 


Bume the power of which thoy wero de prived 
tit the last election. In ordor to accomplish 
this purpose it is proper that

that they should show you reason fora change. 
It is necessary that they satisfactorily estab- 
lish that the present governor is not doing bi« 
duty hy the people. The administration of 
Governor Kussoll is to be judged upon four 
grounds: Upon the recommendation's of legis- 
lature; upon his vetoes of acts passed; by that 
great test of all administrations, his appoint- 
ment to oflice; and by his appearance before 
the people. 


Air. Knsse.ll then reviewed 
the gov- 


ernor's recommendations to the legislature 
mid pointed to the vote of the general 
court to submit to the people the amead- 
incnt to the constitution for the abolition 
of the poll tux as a prerequisite for vot- 
ing as one of tho fruits of his inaugural 
messaRe. He reviewed in detail the laws 
passed in the line of bis message, and con- 
cluded that the views of the governor 
were reflected to a greater degree in laws 
on tiie statue books than in the case of 
any governor for years.

Mr. Allan—I now take equal pleasure-in

Mr. Lodee spoke as follows: 
Mr. Chairman. Ladies and Gentlemen: I am

But 
there is no excuse if lie has failed in the per- 
formance of his duties. Wo must judge him 
by the governorship of Massachusetts as It is, 
not as it might bo if he could make It what ho 
would like it to lie.

RUSSELL AND LODGE 


Discuss the Administration of ths 


Bay State's lovtrnor, 


Au' lulollcctunl Battle by.the Two 


Champions. 


BOSTON, Oct.. 84.—There wa» an Intellec- 


tual (ncountflr, in two rounds, at Tremont 
Temple last night before a WK audience. 


The contestants, ex-Congressman John 


E. Russell and Congressman Henry Cabot 
Lodge, for nearly three lionru wrangled 
over the question as to whether Governor 
"William E. Russell's administration had 
l>eeu a failure or not. 


Chairman Horace G. Allen made an in- 


troductory speech, and then ex-Congress- 
man Rusaall took the floor and immedi- 
ately begun 


The Debatft. 


Mr. •bairniftn, Ladies and Gentlemen: We 
«» fortunate in the topic for this discussion. 
Itlstbe administration of a governor elected 
by a party that heretofore has had but a small 
part In the responsibilities of the common- 
wealth. It is still iu power; its acts from the 
Iwgiuninn ar« fresh In the public mind, and it 
Is before, the people asking their approval. 
Methods of federal taxation and questions of 
currency may be debated without result, ex- 
cept to disclose wide or narrow differences of 
opinion. Our question ia to bo decided by the 
people at the next election, which is near, and 
Jny appearance here is a proof ot my confl- 
de.nce in my cause and in the justice of the 
tribunal. But whatever may bo the result, I 
cannot but feel that it has been of infinite ad- 
vantage ito ths people of Massachusetts to 
have had a Democratic administration. 


The aminlstration of the past year has com- 


pletely overthrown this arrogant pretension 


The administration of the past year has 


proved, as only experiments could prove, tha 
either party is competent.to fairly and fait 
fully administer the affairs of state iu Massa 
chusetts. It will have the effect to mor 
evenly divide parties and thus secure tl 
nomination of the heat and truest citizen, 
lias reassured timid citizens in regard tb th 
patriotic character of a large part of th 
Voters, and has put an end to the detractioi 
that Democratic rule was dangerous to th 
public weal. 


In this way it has strengthened free instill 


tions; and th« people may congratulate them 
eelves and feel rencU'ed pride and love for ou 
deal- old commonwealth 
because of he 


brighter honor, her higher dignity, her mor 
assured safety. 


Our opponents seek todisplace us and to ._ 


eume the power of which they were deprive 
ut the lust election. In order to accouiplis, 
this purpose it is proper that 


1'Iiey .Should Show Cause, 


that they should show you reason tot a change 
It is necessary that they satisfactorily estab 
lish that the present governor is not doing hi 
duly by the people. The administration o 
Governor Russell is to be judged upon four 
grounds: Upon the recommendation's of legis 
lature; upon his vetoes of acts passed; by U 
great test of all administrations, his appoint- 
ment to office; and by his appearance before 
the people. 


Mr. Kussnll then reviewed 
tho gov 


ernor's recommendations to the legislature 
and pointed to the vote or the general 
court to submit to the people the ame.nl- 
rnent to the constitution for the abolition 
of the poll tax as a prerequisite for vot- 
ing as one of tho fruits of his inaugura 
message. He reviewed in detail the laws 
passed in the line of his message, and con- 
cluded that the views of the governor 
were reflected to n greater degree in laws 
on the statue books than in the case of 
any governor for years. 
Mr. Russell paid 


his respects to Mr. Lodce on this matte 
and wanted to know what the Republicau 
party proposed to do with this poll tax 
resolve.

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: I am 


hero to-night to discuns and to criticise the 
administration of Governor Russell. T shall 
make no allusion to the matter of thoabolition 
of the poll tax, fur I have always supported 
tlllit abolition, until In public and In private. 


A Republican legislature of 18S9 passed the 


constitutional iniiendment, otherwise it would 
never Imvo reached the Republican legislature 
of Ififli). Norslwll I speak to you by tho card 
about the public schools. I do not need to 
spenk by the card. My position is too well 
known. Governor Russell came into office 
•with large promises as fi reformer and im- 
prover. A high standard was set up, and we 
3mve a right to demand a corresponding meas- 
ure of performance. 
His excellency is not 


satisfied with the limitations placed by tho 
constitution upon the. government of Massa- 
chusetts. I can easily understand that, to a 
man of his excellency's bold spirit and imperi- 
ous will, the limitations upon the governor- 
Ihlp of Massachusetts may seom irksome. But 
there Is no excuse if he has failed In the per- 
formance of ills duties. We must judge him 
by the governorship of Massaohusetts as it Is, 
not as It might be if he could make it what lie 
would like it lo lie. 


Tho earliest duty Imposed upon tho governor 


by tho constitution is that which makes him 
part of the law-makiiiK power. Hill are given 
to him fur his rovlstil. lie is either to sign 
them, to return them with his objections, or 
to penult them to become law without hln 
Bignutiiro.

An Intellectual Battle by the Two 


CliampioiiH. 


BOSTON, Oof.. 84.—There was an Intellec- 


tual «ncountor, in two rounds, ut Tremont 
Temple last night before n WK audience. 


Tiie contestants, ex-Congressman John 


E. Russell and Congressman Henry Cabot 
liodjre. for nearly three hours wrangled 
over the question as to whether Governor 
William E. Russell's administration had 
heeu a failure or not. 


Chairman Horace G. Allen mnde an in- 


troductory speech, and then ex-Congress- 
man Russell took tlie floor and Immedi- 
ately began 


The Debut*. 


Mr. (fcairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: We 


«re fortunate In the topic for this discussion.. 
It Is the administration of a governor elected 
by a party that heretofore has had but a small 
part in tho responsibilities of tho common- 
wealth. It is still in power: its acts from the 
Beginning are fresh in the public mind, and it 
Is befcre, the people asking their approval. 
Methods of federal taxation and ijuostions of 
currency may be debated without result, ex- 
c«pt to disclose wide or narrow differences of 
opinion. Our question is to bo decided by the 
people at the next election, which is near, and 
my appearance here is a proof of my confi- 
dence in my cause and in the justice of the 
tribunal. But whatever may bo the result, I 
cannot but feel that it has been of infinite ad- 
vantage ito ths people of Massachusetts to 
Lave had a Democratic administration. 


Tbeaministrationof the past year has com- 


pletely overthrown this arrogant pretension 


The administration of the past year has 


proved, as only experiments could prove, that 
either party is competent.to fairly and faith- 
fully administer the affairs of state in Massa- 
chusetts. It will havu the effect to more 
evenly divide parties and thus secure the 
nomination of the best and truest citizen. It 
lias reassured tiruid citizens is regard tb the 
patriotic character of a largo part of the 
voters, and has put an end to tho detraction, 
that Democratic rule was dangerous to the 
public weal.

Governor Russell ?s to be judged upon four 
grounds: Upon the recommendation's of legis- 
lature; upon his vetoes of acts passed; by that 
great test of all adminislrations, his appoint- 
ment to office; and by his appearance before 
the people. 


Mr. Hitssnll then reviewed

ernor's recommendations to the legislature 
mid pointed to tlie vote of the general 
court to submit to the people the amead- 
Jnent to the constitution for the abolition 
of tlie poll tax as a prerequisite for vot- 
ing as ono of tho fruits of his inaugural 
messase.

here to-night to discuss and to criticise the 
administration of Governor Ttusseli. I shall 
snake no allusion to the matter of the abolition 
of the poll tax, for I have always supported 
that abolition, both in public and in private; 


A Republican legislature of 1839 passed the 


constitutional jimendment, otherwise it would 
never have reached the Republican legislature 
of 181)1). Nor slmll 1 speak to you by tho card 
about the public schools. I do not need to 
Bpcak by the card. My position is too well 
known. Governor Russell camo into office 
with larg« prom lees aa a reformer and im- 
prover. A high st andard was set up, and we 
have a right to demand a corresponding meas- 
ure of performance. 
Ills excellency Is not 


satisfied with the limitations placed by the 
constitution upon the government of Massa- 
chusetts. I can easily understand Hint, to a 
man of hia excellency's hold spirit and imperi- 
ous will, the limitations upon the governor- 
Ihlp of Massachusetts may neom Irksome. But 
there is no excuse If lie has failed in the per- 
formance of his duties. Wo must judge him 
by the governorship of Massachusetts as it is, 
not as It might bo if lie could mako It what ho 
would like it !o lie. 


Tho earliest duty Imposed upon tho governor 


ty tho constitution is that which makes him 
part of the law-making power. Hill are given 
to him for his revlsal. Ho is oithor to sign 
them, to return them with ills objections, or 
ilo permit them to become law without his 
signature. Ho signed a bill Incorporating a

Mr. Russell was accorded a most cordial

There is one of them that I especially regret 
for tho sake of human nature. It !s tho case 
of Dr. Terry of Full River, who was appointed 
a trustee uf the hospital for tho Inebriates; I 
believe ho Is the man whoso name was used. 


It is perfectly true that that prentlornan's 


name was presented to the governor and sent 
by him to tho coiyicll upon recommendation, 
such as every appointment has had made by 
every governor of Massachusetts from the be- 
ginning down to iho present time. 
My friend 


would lead you to suppose that the governor 
of Massachusetts Is competent in his position 
to investigate tho ease of every individual that 
coiucs before him. Dr. Terry was recom- 
mended upon the advice of men like this: 


Mr. Russell here read letters showing 


that Dr. Terry was recommended by most 
of the clergymen 
of Fall 
River. 
Ho 


shrwed, too, that the doctor was a Repub- 
lican. In the case of Harriunu he showed 
that lie had been recommended by Com- 
missioner Merrill and nearly all the Re- 
publican office holders of the city of Law- 
rence, who said he was a worthy rrmii and 
well qualified to fill the position to which 
be aspired. 
He then quoted from an ed- 


itorial in Tho Evening Record of yester- 
day which, he claimed, showed that the 
police commission was working for Allen 
and declaring that he bad the sympathy 
of the saloon element, where the most ef- 
fective work was being done in a quiet 
\vny. Continuing he. said: 


Mr. Lodge has declared here tonight that 


the governor, against, his opinions expressed 
to tho legislature, had created five commis- 
sions. Ho did not create one of them. They 
were created, each one, by an net of tho legis- 
lature. Thoy aro not to be compared with tho 
commissions that govern the state: thoy aro 
not executive commissions. They are neces- 
sary commissions appointed for temporary 
purposes, and, as bo himself told you, but one 
of them hns a salary attached to his oflico. 


Tho Governor is attacked here because of 


the fact that he refused to sign, or neglected to 
sign, seven or eight bills

when ho had already signed ono. Tho gov- 
ernor may bo justified in signing ono. but 
when they come in a shoal he may moro 
properly do as Governor RtHsell did—not sign 
them, which was perfectly proper for him to 
do under tho constitution of Massachusetts. It 
is a right that is exercised by our governors 
whenever they cbooso to exercise it, and by 
the President of the United States, under tho 
constitution of the United States, when he 
chooses to. lot bills become laws without his 
signature. It is very common and not to bo 
denounced at this date. 


Now about tho governor's veto of tho biii to 


build the insane asylum in Medfleld because It 
was to be built by a salaried commission In- 
stead of trustees. The governor bad presented 
to him the facts that whenever salaried com- 
missions undertook tho building of an import- 
ant building in tho stato of Massachusetts, tho 
construction of tho building lasted as lone as 
the commissioners found it profitable to draw 
their salaries, and enormous sums of money 
had been spent, and it had also been proved in 
the experience of tho commonwealth that 
when these buildings were under the charge of 
the trustees who were to manage them after- 
wards, they were more economically built and 
more promptly finished, and It was moro to 
tho advantage of t.hccoinrnonwealth. 
0 It is true that the governor signed the bill 
allowing tho city of Itastim to'spend nearly 
{1,U«I.(KXI upon a library building that. Is being 
built by trustees by the city of Boston.

"What I shut* 
oat all the air?" some one cries. In our cll- 
•ute there la no danger of shutting out too 
much air, and to leave the fentilatlou of a 
bouse to chance 1« meje cklldishneu. A win- 
dow Is eaai'.y opened If tha house gett too 
warm, and a fire easily cooled down. To run 
furnaces and atoves at fever heat, to breathe 
burnt air loaded with the fumes of iron, and 
*t the game time to have to carefully avoid 
the vicinity of every window on account of 
the cold wares that strike one there, seems an 
absurdity. 


The Germans understand this better than 


we do. 
With thorn every window is doubled 


on the approach of winter, be it in palace or 
l)ovcl. The outside windows are divided In 
the middle and swing out, having secure fast- 
enings to hold them when open. 
With this 


arrangement it in as easy to air a house as 
with single windows. 
The soft warmth of 


the porcelain stoves, that it is not possible to 
overheat, makes a delicious and even at- 
mosphere. Tho temperature of the rooms la 
generally not as high as with us, as great a 
degree of heat nnt being required where it is 
even and there are no draughts. 


That the German and French people sleep 


In too close rooms is undoubted, but it is no 
argument against double windows that lire not 
necessarily kept shut. A characteristic story 
Is told of an American couple who had a 
room in Paris, which was connected by large 
doors with a room occupied by a Frenchman 
and his wife. Tho doors were tight and covered 
by thick carpet, and on both sides were por- 
tieres. Yet the Americana wore forced to com- 
plain to their landlord of tho close air that 
meets its way into thoir apartment, .and 
made the Frenchman had entered a com- 
plaint ahead of them to the effect that he and 
his wife had caught severe colds from the 
window being left open at night in the Amer- 
icans' room.

Sparrows 
by the dozens mid four Robin Red-breasts at 
once, disdaining tho crumbs and food they 
can get so readily from the ground nt this 
time, sit in the tree and surfeit themselves. 
It is a great lesson iu faith, but a poor ouo in 
prudence.

. class. He was recognized as one of the bright- 


est officers in the corps.and, soon after receiv- 
ing his commission, secured leave of absence 
for two years;went to France and took, at hi: 
own expense, a two years course in tho Ecole 
Politechniquo of Paris. He afterward traveled 
through France, Belgium and German, study- 
lug the fortification and the river and harbor 
work of these governments,representingostliey 
did tho most advanced ideas in these lines. 
Returning thus equipped for tho special 
work of the engineer corps, he has since fully 
sustained the bright promises of his youth, 


• and is recognized ns one of tbo most advanced 


officers of tho service. 


Major Livermoro, Who will leave many 


friends in tnis city on his departure, came 
here from Kansas City and took charge of 
this district about April !,• 1SS7, when Lieu- 
tenant Colonel (j.

Some physicians look on diphtheria and 


scarlet fuver as modlfteutlons of tho same 
diBcaBe,aud the occurrence of both at thoame 
time In the same faini.y seems at drat sight 
to countenance this view. But tho theory Is 
disproved by the entire absence of diphtheria 
in several thousand cases of scarlet fever 
treated In the London Fever Hospital. 
The 


probable explanation of the occurrence of both 
lu the same family Is that the condition ot 
the throat in a family affected by scarletiua 
affords a soil favorable for tho reception of 
the diphtheric poison. When diphtheria does 
occur lu connection with scarletlna, it is al- 
most always as a sequel to It. 
So, too, the 


sore throats due to bad hygienic surroundings 
aud imperfect drainage furnish excellent soil 
for diphtheric microbes. 


Many cases of diphtheria end-unexpeetedly 


in fatal heart failure, sometimes when the pa- 
tient has seemed lu a fair way to recovery. In 
such cases a post mortem examination reveals 
a fatty aud granular degeneration of the mus- 
cular fibres of the heart. 


This fact emphasizes the need of prompt 


treatment to secure tho speediest possible re- 
covery. . It follows, too, that in all cases, uu- 
tll complete recovery, everything should be 
avoided which makes demands on the heart, 
a fery slight effort often being fatal; arid time 
the physician should always make a careful 
examination of tho heart and advlso accord- 
ingly.
